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withdraw within their own frontiers all 
their armies, munitions, and stores which 
might be used against the Allies if subse- 
quent negotiations broke down would be 
suicidal. In the next place, Mr. Wilson 
declares that no arrangements for an 
armistice can be accepted “which do not 
provide absolutely satisfactory safeguards 
and guarantees of the present military 
supremacy of the Armies of the United 
States and of the Allies in the field.” 
The German Armies in France and Bel- 
gium are in a trap from which they 
cannot. be disengaged without disaster. 
The conditions of the armistice must 
accord with this military situation. They 
must be at once an admission and a 
security of complete military defeat. 
Moreover, as Mr. Churchill reminded us 
yesterday, they must embrace the naval 
as well as the military side of the war, 
and on the same terms. The Allies, how- 
ever, will not consider even an armistice 
under the iron guarantees which they must 
exact as long as the armed forces of 
Germany, in Mr. Wilson’s words, “ con- 
tinue their illegal and inhuman practices.”’ 
It is a question not only of those decent 
sentiments of humanity to which Mr. 
Wilson sternly appeals, but of the 
character of the new German Government. 
If Prince Max, as he professes, controls 
the military party, let him stop that 
party 's process of ingeminating peace with 
wholesale arson in France and Belgium. 
If Herr Erzberger deplores the sinking of 
the Leinster with sincerity and not merely 
from expediency, let him restrain the sub- 
marine commanders from wholesale murder 
on the high seas. 

The cessation of outrages on land and 
sea, however, is not sufficient to make an 
armistice thinkable. Germany’s submission 
to the conditions of an armistice which 
will at once attest and confirm her com- 
plete defeat is not sufficient to make peace 
possible. The German Government has 
declared its acceptance of Mr. Wilson’s 
peace terms. In that acceptance it has 
signed its own death-warrant. The warrant 
must be executed. “Very solemnly” Mr. 
Wilson calls attention to “the language 
and plain intent of one of the terms of 
peace which the German Government has 
new accepted.” It is that term which 
requires the destruction, or at least the 
reduction to virtual impotence, of every 
arbitrary power such as the military 
despotism which at present controls the 
German Empire. Mr. Wilson repeats his 
demand for the destruction of this+ 
arbitrary power as represented by the 
German Government. He recalls his state- 
ment that it is within the power of the 
German people to alter it. He declares 
with emphasis that the satisfaction of this 
demand is a “condition precedent to peace 
if peace is to come by the action of the 
German people themselves’’; that “the 
|whole process of peace will depend upon 
the definiteness and satisfactory character 
of the guarantees which can be given in 
this fundamental matter’’; and that “it 
is indispensable that the Governments 
associated against Germany should know 
beyond peradventure with whom they are 
dealing.” This is an wltimatum which 
confronts the German people with a 
crucial choice. They must choose forth- 
with for war or for peace, for the Hohen- 
zollerns and all for which that arrogant 
House stands, or for their own salvation. 
If they choose the former, then the war 
goes on: desertion by their allies—to 
Austria-Hungary, significantly, Mr. Wil- 
son. is making a separate reply—and 
defeat, invasion, and ruin stare them in 
the face. We hope, and are inclined to 
believe, that they will abjure the Hohen- 
zollerns and seek the way of peace. The 
choice is theirs, not the Allies’. For the 
Allies Mr. Wilson speaks. They are re- 
solved with him that Germany shall be 
reduced to a position in which she is 
incapable of further crime, whether that 
result come by complete defeat in the 
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Plain Words to Berlin.

The Flanders Battle. 


The advance of the Allied Armies in 
Flanders was continued yesterday, and 
the enemy’s difficulties are rapidly becom- 
ing acute. Menin, which has always been 
regarded as a place of great strategic im- 
portance, was captured by General 
Plumer’s forces yesterday morning, and 
last night they had reached the out- 
skirts of Courtrai. Further south the 
enemy are in an ever more pre- 
carious position in the Lille sector, and it 
is obvious that they cannot now hope to

resolution was adopted requesting the com- 
mittee responsible for the Cooked Food 
Dépéts to resume its labours and to extend 
its sphere of operations. We trust that 
the committee will be in a position to 
comply with the request. It has a 
splendid record of useful work to its 
credit, but unfortunately its activities 
have been severely restricted by Jack of 
funds. The Government grants, upon 
which it relied to a great extent, were 
withdrawn early this year, and it became 
necessary to close several of the dépéts. 
At yesterday's meeting Lady Molony 
testified to the careful and efficient manner 
in which the committee administered the 
money at its disposal. It appears that 
between 4,000 and 5,000 meals were served 
daily at the dépéts at a nominal charge of 
twopence, and that the expenditure in- 
volved was only £2,000 per annum. Many 
of the customers were men out of employ- 
ment, who, if they had not been able to 
obtain food at the dépédts, would have 
been compelled to enter the workhouse. 
Children also benefitted by the committee's 
efforts. Some means should certainly be 
found of continuing a work which is in the 
long run a true economy.

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bably did away with any idea of immediate 
peace. The man-in-the-street just now is 
particularly bitter towards Germany owing 
to the submarine outrages of the past few 
days, particularly in the case of the 
Leinster. Consequently the suggestion 
that the Hohenzollerns must go was 
quickly seized — with dolight, and 
warmly approved. Marked satisfaction 
was expressed at the statement made at 
the same time as the Note that the United 
States will continue to send troops over 
at the rate of a quarter of a million a 
month without relaxation. 

The President’s Note is really a de- 
\claration of war against the Kaiser and 
Prussian militarism. He is evidently de- 
termined to fight to the end to ensure that 
the domination of brute force shall come 
to an end. Mr. Wilson makes it clear 
that he will be no party to a peace with 
the Hohenzollerns or anything that stands 
for them. The issue before the German 
people is clear cut. They must sacrifice 
their Kaiser and all that he stands for, 
or they must suffer war with military 
defeat and all its consequences. It is 
almost incredible, in view of the present 
feeling in Germany that the Kaiser wil 
be chosen, but it may be some time before 
he can be cast down. Until that hour 
arrives the Allies will go on with the war. 

The German people have one way out 
of the difficulty entailed by making a 


choice. They may set up a free Parlia- 
ment, draft a new Constitution, and keep 
the Kaiser as a constitutional monarch ; 
but in such a case he would cease to be 
Kaiser, and would be simply King of 
Prussia. There would be no room for a Ger- 
man Emperor and War Lord in such a 
Constitution. 

When the House of Commons re-opened 
there was a fair attendance of members. 
A few Peers, including Lord Fisher, who 
occupied his customary place over the 
clock, were also present, expecting pós: 
sibly to hear something about the peace 
negotiations. But on this subject Mr. 
Bonar Law was wisely reticent, and asked 
the House to restrain its curiosity until 
something definite has been decided. He 
also intimated that the Prime Minister 
would postpone his review of the military 
operations until the battles now in pro- 
gress were over, and deprecated on similar 
grounds the proposal of a formal vote of 
thanks to the naval and military forces, 
though on his own part he paid a warm 
tribute to their success. 

There were nineteen questions on the 
paper, Mr. King, as usual, being pro 
minent. He learned from the Chief Secre- 
tary that the voluntary recruiting cam- 
paign had so far brought less than 10,000 
Irishmen to the Colours, but obtained no 
answer to his inquiry whether the Govern. 
ment had definitely decided to abandon 
ccnscription. Nor was a further effort, 
ingeniously prefaced by the words, 
“arising out of that silence,” any more 
successful. Mr. Nugent was informed 
that substantially all the rifles and guns 
in Ulster had now been handed over te 
the military. The Nationalists seemed a 


little chagrined, I thought, at the removal 
of their pet grievance, and Mr. Dillon, 
who arrived late, was obviously disap- 
pointed to find, on putting a private notice 
question on the subject, that he had been 
enticipated by his henchman. 

Dr. Macnamara was subjected to a bom- 
bardment of questions why the Leinster 
had not been furnished with an escort, the 
Nationalists being aided on this occasion 
by Mr. Houston, the shipping magnate. 
But Dr. Macnamara refused to budge from 
the position that a vessel of the Leinster's 
speed was safer in proceeding inde- 
pendently than if entrusted to the protec- 
tion of slower war vessels. This argument 
seemed to appeal to the House generally, 
and Mr. Wedgwood’s inquiry whether the 
mail boats had not for four years traversed 
the Irish Sea unscathed was greeted with 
cheers. 

At a meeting of the Ulster Unionist 
Parliamentary Party to-day (Sir Edward 
Carson in the chair) a resolution was 
unanimously adopted tendering the party's 
sincere sympathy to the families bereaved 
by the torpedoing of the Leinster. It was 
specially borne in mind that two members 
of the party have suffered by this 
outrage—namely, the Duke of Abercorn, 
who has lost a sister (Lady Alexandra 
Hamilton) and Mr. E. M. Archdale, M.P., 
who lest his brother. It should be addetl 
that Sir Edward Carson and his eolieagues 
urge the Government to make full in- 
vestigation into the Leinster crime and al} 
the circumstances connected with it. 

Captain Charles Craig, M.P., resumed 
his Parlia. nentary duties to-day after two 
years’ imprisonment in Germany and four 
months internment in Holland. The hon 
and gallant gentleman, who went forward 
with the Ulster Division in their great 
push at the battle of the Somme on July 
Ist, 1916, was wounded in the knee and 
fell into the hands of the enemy. His 
stay ir. Holland has helped to the almost 
complete restoration of his health, which 
was badly affected by his captivity. He 
now looks pretty well, and appears to have 
completely rec>vered from his wound. He 
has seen enough of the Germans, however, 
to express the opinion that the only terms 
fit for them are oe surrender.

Her 
jewellery consists of the following :—Pear! neck- 
ace, gold ring, bearing the inscription inside 
the hoop “ Marion Stephen, 14th December, 
1900 ”; second gold ring also bearing a name, 
of which only “ Stephen ” can be deciphered; 
third, Jady’s gold ring set with stones; lady's 
gold brooch pm, and Rosary beads. 

The second female body is that of a woman of 
middle age; black hair; rr tweed costume, 
brown stockings. This lady had with her the 
following valuable articles :—Lo gold neck 
chain and watch; on the back of the watch was 
engraved “Examined by Wales and McCullagh, 
56 Cheapside, London ' ; gold bracelet, set with 
stones; gold pendant, do.; gold safety pin 
brooch, showing A.S.C. badge; marriage ring, 
lady’s valuable ring, set with five diamonds; 
gold chain bracelet, gold brooch. 

The third unidentified woman was also aged 
about 40 years, black hair, turning slightly 
grey; rather stout in proportions. She was 
wearing a lady’s gold watch, with gold wristlet 
chain; gentleman's thick gold ring, set with 
three stones, with inset, making it fit a lady's 
finger; and lady's gold ring with one stone. 
Around her neck was fastened a ‘small cloth 
bag containing a smal! medal, on which there ts 
the inscription, ' Sister Teresa ot the Child 
Jesue,” and other words which are not decipher- 
able. . 

As to the two little girls, one is a child of 
about five years of age. She ie rather puny in 
size, is fair haired, and was wearing a blue cord 
coat. The other girl, who is aged seven or eight 
years, is also fair haired. She is rather stout 
for her vears, and was wearing a chain bracelet 
on one of her wrists. 

The dead bodies of Reuben Ellis, an elderty 
man, of the Victoria Barracks, Cork, and his 
erandson, Reuben Ellis, were identified in the 
Morgue by the Rev. H. P. Morris, Ballinaclough 
Rectory, Nenagh, and not by Rev. Father Fitz-

AN IRISH DIVISION'S

At the extreme end of the line the Belgian 
Army has made further progress and has 
accentuated the threat to Ostend, where 
the enemy are in danger of encirclement. 
Their means of escape, however, are not 
yet in immediate danger. There are two 
railways connecting Ostend with Bruges, 
and two more from Bruges to Ghent, The 
Germans can make their way out of the 
Flemish positions by this doorway, but 
they will suffer increasingly from the 
interception of their lateral communica- 
tions, and it is doubtful whether they 
will be able to stem the Allied advance 
for a sufficient length of time to allow 
them to save their guns and stores. The 
situation is similar in many respects to 
that created at Laon by the French ad- 
vance in Champagne. Yesterday’s Belgian 
communiqué records the capture of 7,000 
prisoners, and it is reported that the 
captures made by General Plumer’s Army 
in two days exceed 12,000. In the region 
south of Lille Sir Douglas Haig reports 
progress. The Haute Deule Canal has 
been crossed, and we are rapidly closing in 
on Douaí.

continue to send a quarter of a million 
men to Europe every month. While he 
dictates the essential preliminaries of 
peace to Berlin there will be no relasa- 
tion of any kind in the American war 
effort. Mr. Wilson knows the men with 
whom he is dealing—the men who under- 
stand no argument except, in his own 
words, “ force to the utmost, without stint 
or limit." It is with that argument ready 
at his hand that*he speaks to the German 
Government. He will not abandon it 
until Germany has made such full sub- 
mission as will put the possibility of guile 
or deceit on her part beyond question. 
“Relaxation now,” he says in a statement 
on the War Loan addressed as much to 
Germany as to his own people, “hesitation 
now, would mean defeat when victory 
: seems to be in sight. It would mean years 
of war instead of peace on our own terms.” 
Peace on his own terms is the only peace 
which his reply to the German Govern- 
ment contemplates. He assumes the “ un- 
qualified acceptance’’ of his terms by 
“the present German Government and by 
a large majority of the Reichstag '—the 
phrase which he uses is the German Chan- 
cellor’s—to imply a complete admission of 
defeat. In his “frank and direct state- 
ment” he draws the logical conclusions 
from such an attitude. He informs the 
German Government that, if it desires an 
armistice, it must bow to the conditions 
of an armistice appropriate to the rela- 
tions between victer and vanquished. He 
demands that it shall stop the outrages 
on land and sea which make the mere 
contemplation of an armistice by the Allies 
impossible. Finally—for the “funde- 
mental matter” of his reply comes at its 
end—he serves the Hohenzollerns with an 
uncompromising notice to quit. 

Mr. Wilson’s plain statement on the 
question of an armistice will be endorsed 
whole-heartedly by all the Allied nations. 
In the first place, “it must be
